on a tax boost estimated to bring 
in $4,700,000,000 a year, the house 
ways and means committee today 
began to chart procedures for a 
second measure. 
It will include 
a multi-billion dollar excess prof­ 
its tax. 
By overwhelming 
votes, con­ 
gress yesterday passed and sent 
to President Trum an the first bill 
that calls on almost every A m eri­ 
can to help pay for the rearm a­ 
ment program. 
President 
T rum an 
has 
told 
friends he is pleased with the bill, 
and he is 
expected to 
sign it 
quickly. 
It means that just a week from 
tomorrow the 
government 
will 
begin taking one-fifth more taxes, 
after personal exemptions, out of 
all working people’s pay. 
The 
more than 50,000,000 individual 
taxpayers will contribute almost 
$3.000,000,000 
additional a 
year, 
beginning Oct. 1. 
Taxes on 
individuals are 
in­ 
creased 12 to 20 percent. 
Corporations will pay an esti­ 
mated $1,000,000,000 a year more. 
Their top tax on income is boost­ 
ed from 38 percent to 45 percent. 
The higher rates are retroactive to 
one-half of 1950 income. The bill 
gathers more millions by plugging 
loopholes and 
other 
tax 
law 
changes. 
The 
senate 
late 
yesterday 
shouted final 
approval of 
the 
measure. 
Not 
one 
dissent was 
heard on the voice vote. 
The 
house earlier in the day passed 
it on a whopping 328 to 7 rollcall 
vote. 
Ju st before the final votes were 
taken, the tax-drafting ways and 
means committee called a n. e .ng 
for today (8 a. m. CST) to plan its 
action on the second bill. 
It hopes 
to have it ready in time for con­ 
gress to act after the November 
elections. 
This second bill will propose an 
excess profits tax intended by its 
sponsors to elim inate w ar profit­ 
eering.

Reds Reinforced By Division From South; 
Southeast Forces Making Rapid Advance

First Div. Closing 


Trap on Korean Reds 


TOKYO, Sept. 23.—i/P)—Korean 
Red troops along the rapidly ex­ 
panding Southeast front are be­ 
coming trapped by the advancing 
First U. S. Cavalry Division from 
the south and the southbound U. 
S. Seventh Division. 
Gen. M acA rthur reported the 
Red 
w ithdraw al —* whether 
in 
flight or m an effort to shift for­ 
ces for the defense of Seoul— 
was costing a heavy toll. 
The 
G eneral’s sum m ary reported 5,- 
920 Red casualties and 685 pris­ 
oners on all fronts for the 24 hours 
up to Friday midnight. 
The First Cavalry’s rapid ad­ 
vance to Sangju—35 miles in 35 
hours—accounted for many of the 
Red casualties. 
After crossing the 
Naktong River over a repaired 
bridge, the troopers encountered 
virtually no opposition on the last 
seven miles into the rail and high­ 
way junction city. 
24th Driving Hard. 
Meanwhile, the U. S. 24th Divi­ 
sion punched to within two and 
one-half miles of Kumchon on the 
other main route northw ard to­ 
ward 
Seoul. The 
infantrymen 
drove hard on the heels of Reds 
fleeing toward Taejon and S u ­ 
won. 
The 24th calls it “Heartbreak 
Highway,” because of the Divi­ 
sion’s bitterly-fought withdraw al 
southward down the road early in 
the war.

The U. S. Eighth Army com­ 
munique reported the doughboys 
gained three miles Friday. 
The U. S. 25th Division, punch­ 
ing westward from the southern 
sector on the old beachhead, was

heavy resistance in its drive on 
Chinju. One forw ard element was 
reported within eight miles of the 
city. 
(The Eighth Arm y communique 
reported no late developments on 
the South Korean drive along the 
crumbling northern stretch of the 
beachhead. 
South Korean troops 
had entered 
Uisong, a highway 
town 35 miles northeast of Taegu. 
Other South Koreans, fighting 
northward along the east coast 
highway, were nearing Chongha, 
10 miles north of recaptured Po- 
hang.

American forces drove hard to

Communist rein­ 
forcements for the besieged cap­ 
ital. 
The U. S. First C avalry Di­ 
vision smashed 35 miles out of 
the beachhead and occupied Sang- 
.ju, a junction on one of the two 
main routes to Seoul. 
Allied fighters and bombers at­ 
tacked retreating Reds all along 
the bulging Pusan perim eter and 
supported ground forces. 
American 
planes In a tragic 
mistake fire-bombed and strafed 
British troops west of the Naktong 
River. 


Surround City. 
At Seoul, U. S. and South Ko­ 
rean M arines 
clamped 
prongs 
north and southwest of the spraw l­ 
ing city of 1,000,000. 
The north­ 
ern thrust carried into the out­ 
skirts under heavy Red artillery 
fire. 
The Marines were reported 
within two miles of the heart of 
Seoul.

scribed the shelling as “heavy and 
accurate.” 
General MacArthur’s headquar­ 
ters confirmed that the Leather­ 
necks were in the outskirts of the 
city. But there was no confirm a­ 
tion of a Pusan radio report that 
South Korean Marines occupied 
Seoul’s w est gate prison of Sodae- 
mun.

RICE MEAT STUFFING IN 
GREEN PEPPERS MAKES 
ECONOMICAL. TASTY DISH 


With the green pepper season 
reaching a peak we offei a taste- 
tempting method of serving them 
—stuffed with rice! These simple 
stuffed peppers require only ten 
minutes of baking time for most 
of the cooking is done on top of 
the stove. 
The sauce is of the 
“canned 
variety” -requires

preparation— simply open the can, 
pour it into a shallow baking dish, 
add the stuffed, parboiled peppers 
and bake for ten minutes or until 
they are heated through.
